1 . The information disclosure statement filed December 3, 2004 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each non- 
patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information 
or that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the application file, but the 
information referred to therein has not been considered. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

2, The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claiml5-16 and 19 provides for the use of a compound, but, since the claim does not set 
forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what method/process applicant is 
intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it merely recites a use without any active, 
positive steps delimiting how this use is actually practiced. 

Claims 15-16 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a 
use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition of a 
process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 35 U.S.C. 101 . See for 
example Ex parte Dunkiy 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and Clinical Products, Ltd v. Brenner, 
255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966).

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of ^plication for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-5 and 7-19 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kim et al, 
Synthesis of Liquid Crystalline Monomers and Side-Chain Polymers Containing 2- 
Phenylbenzoxazole in Mesogenic Unit, Bulletin of the Korean Chemical Society, 1999, Vol. 



The reference discloses benzoxazole derivatives that are well known fluorescent materials and 
can be used in liquid crystal displays (see page 473). The reference discloses benzoxazole 
compound with the structures

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The compound P4 of the reference reads on the instant claims when W is N=; Q is -0-; A is a 
single bond; n is 1; zMs a single bond; A^ is a single bond; A^ is a phenylene group; and 
denote P-(Sp-X)n wherein X is -0-; Sp is a spacer group with 1 to 20 carbon atoms arid P is 
represented by Si(CH3)3. Claims 13 and 14 are product-by-process claims. Even though 
product-by-process claims are limited by and defined by the process, determination of 
patentability is based on the product itself The patentability of a product does not depend on its 
method of production. If the product in the product-by-process claim is the same as or obvious 
from a product of the prior art, the claim is unpatentable even though the prior product was made 
by a different process. SeeMPEP2113. 

6. Claim 6 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. The prior art does not provide for the recited compound with a structure 
as
